THE NANAIMO PETITIONS. 

Tho ^'anaiulo ijotitioiin lor tlio lomo-val 
of County Jmlgo Spuliliiig nnd Sheriff 
Harris, to nhich wo guvo ciirreiioy ye3 
toi diiy, :iro n niurkiil)!o (locumcnln. There 
can ho no quettion that tlio intiTonta of 
tho country would bo liu-gely servoil 
by tho rotireintiit of tho present 
County Court Judges nnd tho snbstitu- 
tion of proijerly-qualiflud logal gentle- 
menj and, so far as the petition afifeota 
the oppoinf meat of a lawyer aa 
County Judge of Nanaimo we are one 
with tho memoriahata. The charge of 
mfliailministriitioD remains to be proved. 
The charges preferred againkt the Sheriff 
may bo tiuo; but Mr. Justice Gray, in iid- 
drtsriog ouo of the juries during the ro- 
cent trials, remarked lhat tlio ut-cuaution 
brought uguin>t tlio Hheiiff of having 
used vulgar huignugo when ejecting tlio 
lato teuautu of Duusmuir, Digglo & Co. 
had not been proved, and expressed his 
gratification thereat.- If the potitionora 
have further evidence wo presume thoy 
will be i.rep.ircd to biiag it forward at tho 
proper uumient. But tbo accusation oou- 
taiiied in tlio petition that tho Sberill' is 
rospon^ible for tbo refusal of tho miners 
to vaciito the houses and thoir subsequent 
lawlessness, is as weak as water, aud do- 
lra''t-< from the force of tho remaining al- 
lega ions. The miners had only to olicy 
tho law. Thoy had nothing to do wiib 
tho obscenity oi want of education of tho 
Hheriir. Tliov miglit us properly liuve 
obje.neci to tho st.ylc in \Yhich ho wore his 
whi-hors or liru.siicd hi -* hair, or tliu color 
c'f his coat, or the fiisLiou of his hat. Tlio 
fact is the miners of Wellington ruised 
their cause when they tried to hold the 
company's houses in defiance of the law. 
Wo lold them at tho lime they were mak- 
ing a grave bluiuler, and now that they 
ore convinced of their srror they sliould 
not try to escajie from the con.'fequenoea 
by making a .'■capcgoat of tho fcilicrilY'i* 
•want of education and maladroitncKB. 
We wonder whether another petition can- 
not bo gotten ui) to fa.sten tho entire re- 
Bpou>ib.lity of the stiiko on JJr. Harris! 
Wn are not wi lling now in defence of the 
Sherifl'. If ho acted wrongfully on ths 
occasion referred to ho will doubtless bo 
called to au account. We only point out 
the utter absurdity of one of the allega- 
tiona of tbo memorial. 

B£IB£AT AND COREUinON. 

The few readers of the Slandard will 
have noticed with pain and indignation 

the frequent insulting allusions to the 
. elect ors of Cariboo district in the columns 
of that abandoned journal.

sia which sooner or lat.-r will shift tbe 
ro.il Eastern question from the Mediter 
ranciui to the Pacitio. It would nl.-o "hold 
a pi:^tol to tho bead" w[ San Fr.iiieise'o. 
Being 1,000 mi.es nearer Sviluey thnti 
Pttunma, Au-tra ii coi\ id regard tlio cut- 
ting of the Isthmus of Panama without 
any very great apprehension cf its sirato- 
^icol c(m«uqueucea. I may remark that 
the cutting of that oaunl will cou-idorably 
modify the view of tne able wiiter airo.i- 
dy ciiieited, and n timo may come when a 
cort.iin island in tho West Indies m.iy be 
in ri alily an Australian Gibraltar.

sUToyd to iiay £10,000,000. Thus tho Em- 
piro ready to cast iIowh its North Paci- 
Uo pearl to trodden down by "swiue- 
lierds," whose tiamo is — idioddy. Wo 
thai! only havo our.-tdveH to Lli-in ! if it is 
picked up and jilaoe'd in tbo Imporiid 
crow;; of lluasia, or iidtled as one more 
star in the flag of tho United States. As 
wo have seen, a day may come when Aus- 
tralia will watch with anxiety tho opera- 
tions of tho Canadians, (to hor fato may 
haug on a naval action fought at or near 
Yaucouvor's laland. Tho hauling down 
of the tJnion Jack iu British Columbia 
wonid bs the ominoni war^in^ l^o all our 



Pacilio territories that the hour had come 
when tbe ferocious national war strength 
of our enemy could "strike at tho roots" 
of our systems of "doinostic defence." Not 
only is Au.straliu deniily concerned in tho 
Canada Railway, but it ia a matter of vout 
impoituiico tt. nil ut homo, as I havo 
for y ears ijersisteiitly pointed olit on every 
Dossiblo ceojsion, for islands must not 
only bo gua.;.o.'. ..„,.;..3t :. .. ' t'-^y 
must bo also secured ugainsl iuvestmout. 
As oiir population inciviises, so can tho 
successful chuucos of invasion be made to 
diiniuish, but so nbyo do tho dangers re- 
sulting from investmerit become more 
possible and more serious. Increase of 
population iu the United Kingdom means 
more months to feed, more Humuroua 
claimauts for ont-door rolief. Wo area 
great people, but wu must havo food. Wo 
at present buy iu tbo ulieapest open juur- 
ket, but it uever seems to havo struck us 
that there can bo sucdi a thing as an Im- 
perial co-o))erativo store, ami that the site 
cf the butcher's and hatser's department 
lies between llio Red River and thu Rooky 
Mountains, aud that all we want is a road 
to it. Wu forget, abo, that iu making 
this road wo siunild also bi3 making a 
tdiorteiitto till- in lini to supply departments 
of Australia, Tu.smauia, and New Zealand. 
But wo have up to this been so busy pre- 
paring for invasion that wo have not liad 
time to think of these things. In tho 
event of war with America the mouth of tiio 
Mississippi will be closed, tho American 
'•(•olden Gate" of tho Paoilic will bo shut 
and tho oilier lines of our fooil supply 
will bo i/bjeutive points of attaekfor swarms 
(d erniscrs. No hostile squadrons may 
hover close round our shores,' yet we 
might be in imminent daager of invest- 
ment, and might possibly feel the stress 
of hunger. We ke'ep Bermuda and H^ili- 
fax as IniperiiinortresHOs to ])rovido for 
tho eoutiugeneies of war uitb the .States, 
aud yet take no thought Uow.in i liat event. 
wearote> feed our people ut home. If 
such a war takes place before the British 
Paoitic Railway is made, we may bitterly 
regict wo spurned Nature's gift profusely 
spread at tbo foot of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. With omptv Etomaclis wo shall 
have uo "spirit left in ua ' to rotaliato for 
the loss of British Columbia, and Austra- 
lia may thou call in Vain for help. With 
that rail way aud conseriu.nt cultivation 
and develoxiroeut of this "fertile legion," 
tb() forces necessary to koe]) open Cana- 
da's communications woukl at tho same 
time guard our food supply, aud also pro- 
tt ot tho Atlantic side of tbe> short cut to 
Australia. By thus making it possible 
for one force to perform a triple duty, we 
should free two-thuds of our available 
navsl strength, and thns oil other purts of 
tho Empire not so directly concerned in 
this lino of defence would proportionably 
benefit:. Surely, then, as a defonsivo 
work, this railway is an Imjierial eiues- 
tion, and not simjdy a Colonial 
concern. This is a part of the 
heavy remainder of the Imperial burden 
of defence we pass by. Telegrapbio com- 
munication is another. While Russia 
has connected her naval bases in the 
Paeitic with a continuous wire from iSt. 
Petersburg some 0,000 miles long, wo 
cannot alTord to lay 2,000 miles of wire to 
coniieet our great coaling port of tho 
North Pacific with London. Russi.-i can 
put ber Pacific armies aud fleets in motion 
three minutes after tbo order is given 
from Ht Petersburg. Wo can only send 
messages through United States' o'lTieiala, 
who are not respoiisildo to us if they 
never reach their destiuation. This ia 
enir ajiplication of tbo principal "self- 
reliance! ' It is but tbe logical result of 
the system of "fragmentary of self-de- 
fence." British Columbia con Lave neither 
lloetii nor armies to move, and therefore 
telogrnpliic communication would be per- 
haps superfluous. We have some shins 
scatlered over the whole ocean. There 
am no works of defer.oe raiseel by I'Qpor- 
ial hands at Briliih Columbia, uo forts 
fur tho jjrotoction of ourecal, nothing but 
prt-nil'je, 09 militia, and a few constabul- 
ary guard it from attack, while a power- 
ful Kiissiun ll-'cl is concentrated iu this 
quarter of the I'acilic waiting events, and 
its oinoors o[)eiily talk of taking Van- 
couver's Island. If that point is to be 
protected by our fleet our naval force 
must bo concentrated there. Tbe Rus- 
sian squadron has then n clear road to 
.•\.usl r.dia. Supposing wo Iry to blockade 
that ftijiiadroii now at San Franei-co. wo 
may get into dilliculties as to neutrality 
bonds wilb the .Slates; it nuiy besides, slip 
through our tingeis, as it dill iu 1855 iu 
Castries Bay. lu the latier ea-e our floi^t 
may go in hot baste to Vancouver s to find 
the cools burned and the mining works 
destroyed, and to learn the enemy with 
full bunkers ha-^ ief i for .\ iistral ui, \ehit ho 
our 11 'et cauiiut follow beoause it dnnot 
got coal. Tims it is that the ijrinoi]do of 
"self ilefenco iniliscriiiiiuat dy applied" 
to British Columbia vitilly coueerna 
Australia, and leaves it open to attack.
